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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 18-20 and 26-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Reynolds et al (U.S. Patent No. 4,148,445) in view of Pierce (U.S. Patent No. 4,796,826) and 
Kraeft et al (U.S. Patent No. 4,091,946). 

With respect to Claims 18-20 and 26-27, Reynolds et al, Figures 1-7, teach a cable 
handling system comprising a trailer L having a front end, a back end, and a pair of lateral sides; 
cable guiding means 52,80 comprising a guide structure (see Figure 7) having first and second 
rotatable members; and a boom structure. Pierce, Figures 1-19, teach a lifting assembly 50,54 
being pivotally mounted on the trailer comprising an elongate pole and a pair of support arms. It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide Reynolds et al with a 
lifting assembly, as taught by Pierce, for the purpose of facilitating the placement of the cable 
reels onto the vehicle. Kraeft et al, Figures 1-3, teach a lifting assembly having an elongate pole 
being positioned over the deck of the trailer and forward of the back end of the trailer. It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to position the elongate pole forward of the 
back end of the trailer, as taught by Kraeft et al, for the purpose maintaining all the elements 
being transported within the perimeter of the trailer thereby protecting said elements from any 
accident that may occur. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicants arguments filed October 6th, 2004 with respect to Claims 18-20 have been 
fully considered but are deemed to be moot in view of the new grounds of rejection. 

The new grounds of rejection were necessitated by applicant's amendment, e.g., the 
requirement for the elongate pole to be "over the deck of the trailer and forward of the back end 
of the trailer". 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP § 706.07(a).
